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1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's Response of 1 1/7/05. The 
Examiner finds that the additional limitation to independent claim 3 frees the claims of 
the prior art. At this time, the Examiner makes a new rejection based on USC 112, 
directed to matter that was present prior to the prior Action. Additionally, the Examiner 
makes a new rejection directed to claim 1 1 . This Action accordingly not made final. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

3. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gingerich et 
al. '240. 

Gingerich et al. '240 dicloses at col. 5 line 52 to col. 6, line 4, a method of forming cobalt 
comprising: 

providing a cobalt hydrate material; 

heating said cobalt hydrate material at a temperature of 350oC to 6OO0C to form 

cobalt. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

5. Claims 3-4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The limitation of the term "cobalt" as found in claim 1 is unclear. It appears from the 
disclosure as originally filed that the term is directed to only solid cobalt and would not 
perform with cobalt in any other valence. 

6. Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 9 is not linked to claim 3. It appears that the first adjusting step of claim 9 occurs 
after the separating step of claim 3. 

7. Claims 3-4 and 6-1 0 are free of the prior art. The Examiner finding that the prior 
art does not teach or suggest the contact of the aqueous solution with solid cobalt in the 
presence of an injected inert gas.
